The above, mentioned installations maintain’large security staffs. 
The Venver Mint is patrolled by guards tioenty- four hours a day and 
uses the most modem security devices. We are enclosing "The Early 
Vays," which gives some background of the Venver Hint and "How To 
Make A Penny," which depicts the coinage process. The excerpt from 
"Facts About United States Money," contains information which you 
may find helpful. 

Please be advised that the Venver Mint began its operations in 
1906. Our primary function of the Bureau of the Mint is to manufac¬ 
ture sufficient coinage to serve the needs of the Nation. We ship 
all of our coins to the Federal Reserve Banks, who in turn, dis¬ 
tribute them to the local banks.

Please be advised that the size was selected so that the 
dollar coin could be distinguished from low value foreign coins 
by automated counting,sorting and vending machines. Also, a 
Hint survey of world coins indicated that in order to provide 
a $1 coin that would circulate, the weight would have to be 
less than nine grams. The new dollar is 43% heavier than the 
quarter. 

Testing of multi-sided coins was conducted by Bell Labora¬ 
tories and several other discriminator manufacturers, as well 
as the Bureau of the Mint. This testing showed that a multi¬ 
sided coin would require a considerable changed in the size 
of the "accept window" in discriminator devices, and would, 
therefore, be considerably easier to slug than a round coin.

AjS to the color of the cent you described in your letter, 
please be advised that it is difficult to make any kind of de¬ 
termination withoutamining your coin. The netallic content 
of the cent has not been changed; it still contains 95 percent 
copper and 5 percent zinc. The coin you described probally has 
been changed by someo-hetoutside the mint by plating or a mercury 
wash.
